Telephone Message of Mayor. 

In his letter recommending action the 
mayor said he believed the telephone busi- 
ness to be a natural monopoly, but that the 
rates should be reasonable while allowing 
the company a fair return on its investment. 
The letter in full was: 

“Sept. 24, 1906.—To the Honorable the 
City Council, Gentlemen: For some years 
past the citizens of Chicago have been com- 
plaining, in my judgment justly, of ex- 
cessive telephone charges made against 
them by the telephone companies of this city. 
These complaints have been principally di- 
rected against the Chicago Telephone com. 
pany. 

Recently this company, iff obedience to 
the mandate of the Supreme court of this 
state, has reduced the rates hitherto charged 
by said company, and, I am informed, has 
reduced other charges not covered by the 
Supreme court decision. I am further in- 
formed that this company is ready to con- 
sider a further reduction of telephone rates. 
To what extent it is willing to reduce such 
rates I am not full informed. 

Another company, recently incorporated, 
has evinced its willizigness to construct and 
operate a telephone system covering the 
whole of the city of Chicago, at rates much 
lower than those charged by the Chicago 
Telephone company, and to give the city of 
Chicago free telephone service and one- 
fourth of the net profits earned by said com- 
pany. 

Reasonable Rates Urged. 

“This latter company claims that it is 
financially able to construct and maintain a 
telephone system covering the entire city and 
to operate the same successfully. 

“The time is ripe, in my judgment, for ac- 
tion by your honorable body in the matter of 
determining what are just and reasonable 
rates for telephone service in the city of Chi- 
cago and to bring about a telephone service 
in this city which will give to the public effi- 
cient service at reasonable rates and at the 
same time secure to the operating company 
a fair return upom the capital invested in the 
enterprise. 

“Ina my judgment the telephope service of a 
city is essentially a monopoly and until the 
city is empowered by law to undertake the 
giving of telephone service to its citizens, it 
should be performed by one company, and 
that company should be compelled to give 
efficient, modern, up to date service at just 
and reasonable rates, which rates should be 
much below the rates hitherto imposed upon 
the citizens of this city. 


Plan of Action Outlined. 

“I would, therefore, respectfully recom- 
mend to your honorable body that the mat- 
ter of determining what are just and reason- 
able rates to be charged the city of Chicago 
for telephone service should be referred to 
some appropriate committee or to a special 
committee conegtituted for that purpose, and 
that the said committee be empowered at 
once to secure the assistance of competent 
telephone engineers to ascertain and deter- 
mine what are just and reasonable rates for 
telephone service in this city, and, having 
ascertained what these rates should be, to 
formulate a policy which will secure efficient 
modern service at just and reasonable rates, 
which policy should reserve to the city the 
right to operate a municipal telephone plant 
when empowered so to do by the legislature 
of this state. Epwarpd F. Dunne, Mayor.” 

The matter was referred to the committee 
on gas, oil, and electric light, and the pros- 
pect is that it will be the first subject to 
‘which the committee will give its attention.

Secret Service Operative Robert Hobbs of 

Washington has been working on the case for 
several months, and it was he who made the 
complaint against King. 
It te charged that King, with several other 
men, has been using civil war veterans and 
‘thelr widows ae innocent instruments in 
acquiring title te 84,000 ares of Nebraska 
land. There ts proof that King fraudulently 
obtained title to seven sections of land from 
‘as many veteran soldiers.

Under the present homestead law a soldier 
or his widow can take up a homestead and 
his length of army service is deducted from.

Old Soldiers Are Sought. 
Men who had served long terms in 
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company secured their titles for them. All 
they had to do was to make the trip and col- 
lect their $50. 

In the investigation hundreds of old soldiers 
were interviewed by the government agents 
and affidavits secured laying bare the scheme 
whereby the land was secured by them and 
turned over toa second party. It was learned 
that in many instances the land had fallen 
into the hands of third and innocent persons 
go that no prosecution could follow. 


Big Fortune in Prospect. 

The scheme was not supposed to be imme- 
diately remunerative to the promoters, as the 
land is of comparatively small value at pres- 
ent and suitable only for grazing purposes, 
though of course many times more valuable 
than the trifle paid for it to the unsuspecting 
old soldiers. When that section of Nebraska 
is irrigated, however, as it will be soon, pos- 
session of 82,000 acres would mean a big 
fortune. 

In the government complaint against King 
he is charged with having caused Aldridge 
Tennant to swear falsely to a homestead 
claim that afterwards was turned over to 
King. The other cases are similar. It is ex- 
pected that King’s case will be taken up by 
the next federal grand jury. 

J. N. Hostetter, a real estate dealer, ving 
at 1659 West Adams street, has been acting 
president of the company since the death of 
William R. Coleman. Frederick 8. Baird, an 
attorney at 172 Washington street, is the vice 
president, according to the government in- 
vestigators. 


Pute Blame on Cattlemen. 


Mr. Hostetter declared last night that the 
charges against the company and King are 
unfounded. He said that the trouble had 
been stirred up by cattlemen of Nebraska. 

“With fifteen other men I went out west 
some time ago and took up a homestead,” 
said Mr. Hostetter. ‘“ A company was then 
formed and stock sold. Every one of our 
claims ie bona fle and there is no fraud. 
‘Patsy’ King can explain his matters, I 
believe, well enough. He purchased stock in 
our company but is not a homesteader him- 
self, although Lawrence King, his brother, 
may be. 

The government started this investiga- 
tion at the behest of the cattlemen of Ne- 
braska, who do not want to see us in there. 
Every time a homestead is taken up it is just 
640 acres less free land for the cattlemen. 
They were getting rich off the government 
land and now when they begin to lose the

Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 25, 20. m.—[Special. ]— 
A bloody rece war efarted in Atlanta last 
, evening as & result of Saturday night's negro 

The négro has turned. Tonight twowhite 
mien are dead, another is dying in Grady 
hospital, and four others are missing and 
may be found either dead or wounded. 

In. the pitched battle in South Atlanta in 
which the white men were killed it is declared 
from x to fifteen negroes were killed. 

To add to the bitterness of the racial hatred 
do more negroes were lynched in the heart 
of the residence quarter of the city tonight. 
They were pursued and shot to death on the 
veranda of Park Commissioner R. H. Manley. 

Mra, Carol Thompson, who lived next door, 
witnessed the killing of the two negroes. 
She fell into the arms of her husband, dead 
from. the shock and horror of the scene. 


Battle in South Atlanta. 

The battle in which the whites were killed 
and wounded took place in what is known as 
Pittsburg, in South Atlanta, three miles 
from the city’s center. Pittsburg is thickly 
settled by the worst negroes in Atlanta. 

The police learned early inthe evening that 
@ meeting of negroes was in progress and 
that Incendiary speeches were being made 
by colored agitators, who were urging the 
blacks to rise against the whites in retalia- 
tion for Saturday night's massacre. 

Leut. Poole and County Policeman Heard, 
with ten other officers and ten citizens sworn 
in as Geputies, were sent to disperse the 
negroes. 

The officers found about a hundred negroes 
id a lodgeroom denouncing the whites and 
calling on the blacks to rise and avenge those 
| killed in the riot Saturday night.

cold blooded assassination. 

The other casualties were Policeman Odum, 
wounded in the head, will die; Policeman A.

Smith, a citizen, shot in hip. Three of the 
policemen are missing and may be dead or 
wounded. 

The eight negroes who had been arrested 
attempted to flee, and the six officers who had 
escaped the volley fired by the mob of blacks 
fired, shooting down six of the fleeing 
negroes. The officers then started to return 
to the city, but were followed by a large and 
constantly increasing crowd of angry 
negroes, who shouted execrations and kept 
up a scattering fire from revolvers. 


Hold Negroes at Bay. 

Finally the officers were compelled to take 
refuge in a hut. Here they kept the negroes 
at bay with their revolvers, meanwhile tele- 
phoning to Col. Anderson, who is in command 
of the troops, for ald. Col. Anderson hurried 
three companies of state troops to Pittsburg. 

When the negroes saw the troops they fled, 
pursued by the soldiers. The latter corralled 
the negroes, who are said to number all the 
way from 40 to 100, in a small swamp 
near Pittsburg. The soldiers surrounded the 
swamp, but will not make a move to capture 
the negroes before morning, owing to the 
darkness, 

Only two of the negroes in the swamp tried 
to break through the cordon of soldiers sur- 
rounding them. They were quickly captured 
by soldiers and turned over to policemen to 
be brought to jail. En route the car was 
captured by a mob which had started in pur- 
suit. The negroes jumped from the car and 
fied, hotly pursued by the mob. The chase 
extended for six city biocks, the negroes 
being finally caught under the veranda of 
the residence of Park Commissioner R. H. 
Manley at 491 Crew street, one of the prin- 
cipal residence streets of the city. 

The mob dragged the negroes from their 
hiding place, placed them on the steps of 
the Manley home, and shot them to pieces. 


Lynching Witnessed by Many. 

The lynching was witnessed by a number 
of white women and children who were 
roused by the shot of the mob. Mrs. Carol 
Thompson, who lived next door, and who 
was soon to become a mother, rushed to her 
window and saw the negroeslynched. Her 
husband was with her, and as the shots died 
he heard her say, O, Lord,” and then she 
fell into his arms dead, killed by the shock. 

Atlanta is seething with bitterness and ex- 
citement. A regiment of state troops is 
patrolling the streets of the city. Five com- 
panies of the militia were sent away yes- 
terday noon, the authorities believing the 
trouble which began with the slaughter of 
innocent blacks Saturday night had died out. 
It is now feared that the troops sent away 
will have to be brought back today (Tues- 
day) to assist the twelve companies of the 
It fe even possible federel 
troops may have to be called on. 

Yesterday (Monday) morning brought a 
semblance of order to the city. Not a negro 
had been killed by mobs during the night, 
A negro iu a village jall eight miles south of 
the city had been lynched during Sunday 
night, for no apparent reason, but that news 
did not reach the city until late in the day.

Captive the Picture of Health. 

Stensland, the picture of health and a model 
of self-restraint, climbed down the side of 
the Pring Adalbert at 5:30 o'clock this even- 
ing off quarantine, a free man in the eye of 
the law. As his feet touched the rail of Tux 
TRIBUND tug, the Catherine Moran, tied up 
at the side of the liner, he was in the hands 
of the New York police. 

From that moment on the steps which, 
barring unforeseen difficulties, will place him 
in Chicago Wednesday morning were taken 
with machinelike rapidity. From a slip near 
South ferry he was hurried im a cab to the 
Mulberry street police station. There he 
was booked, searched, and placed tn a cell. 

He goes next before a jury clerk in the 
district attorney's office, where, if he carries 
out his present intentions, he will sign a 
waiver and will be turned over to Detective 
Joseph Kinder of the Cook county state's 
attorney's office, and then will be placed on 
board a train for Chicago. 


Accuses Hering and “Other Men.” 

These steps are being taken with Stens- 
land’s full consent. In his present frame of 
mind he will be the last to place any obsta- 
cles in the way of the officials. The latter 
do not believe that he can be influenced to 
change this attitude, but events tomorrow 
will prove this. 

What he had to say when he was taken oft 
the Pring Adalbert was without detailed 
charges, but was full of significance. 

“My transactions with the bank involve 
$400,000," he said. “All deficits, defaloa- 
tions or losses over that amount have been 
the work of Hering, his co-conspirators, and 
other men who can be proved guilty.” 

As the total amount involved in the bank 
failure is placed at over $2,000,000, Stens- 
land’s charge accuses the other looters of 
responeibility for at least $1,000,000, 

“Big Men“ Involved, Olson Says. 

Assistant States Attorney Harry Olson, 
who, with James Keeley, made the capture 
of the bank president in Tangier, is in pos- 
session of the names of men not mentioned 
in the case thus far. He affirms that they 
are big men in their way.“ but says that 
Stensland has yet to furnish evidence against 
them. 

In an effort to get this evidence Mr. Olson 
had a talk with the prisoner this evening 
at the police station, going over the bank ex- 


aminer’s report in detail. 
The conference between Olson and Stens- 


land was not concluded until after midnight, 
when Mr. Olson immediately sent a telegram 
to State’s Attorney Healy of Chicago.

My operations 
involve that amount, but it is protected by 
assets on which an equal amount should be 
realized. I have given Mr. Olson the names 
of men who have been involved in the other 
operations. 

“I am going back to Ohicago willingty. I 
shall plead guilty. I Schall turn state’s evi- 
dence and tell what I know of the things that 
have been done and of the men. who have 
done them. I shall plead guilty to such 
indictments as Mr. Olson may ask me to, in- 
dictments which charge technical violations 
of the banking laws. I was not ‘guilty of

When Theodore Stensland had finished this 
statement from his father, one of his eager 
questioners, of whom about twenty sur- 
rounded him, shouted: 

“What does he think of the person who 
betrayed him?“ 

He does not think he has been betrayed,”’ 
replied the son, turning away. He is com- 
ing back willingly to take his punishment.“ 


Olson Holds Different View. 

In spite’ of Stensland’s statement that he 
had nothing to do with the forgeries, Mr. 
Olson declares that the evidence points the 
other way, although admitting that the bank 
president may have had nothing to do with 
the actual work. It is this particular point 
regarding the notes that was taken up to- 
night in the Mulberry street station by the 
assistant state’s attorney and the banker. 

When Stensland was landed in charge of 
the New York detectives a three days’ con- 
stant watch on the part of the police and the 
reporters was ended. For two days the tug 
which was to carry the officers to make the 
arrest had been lying under steam at the 
dock. : 

A false report from Fire Island at 11 
o'clock last night announcing that the Adal- 
bert had been sighted and would be in quar- 
antine by 4:30 o’clock, had produced much 
fruitless activity and loss of sleep on the

Weary Vigil for Watchers. 

Later in the morning the report was estab- 
lished as false beyond all doubt and the 
watchers went back to their dreary work of 
waiting. Most of them had not had two 
hours’ sleep since Friday night. Where it 
was possible to curl up in a chair or on a 
box they tried to get a few moments’ rest- 
less sleep. 9 

Some of them tried to forget that they 
wanted sleep by losing money in a po 
game in the ship’s news office, and a few were 
fortunate enough to forget it by winning. 
Still others of the vigil squad braved the hid- 
den terrors of a sailors’ hotel in the neigh- 
borhood. 

On this scene of spasmodic gepose there 
came suddenly at noon the word that the 
Pring Adalbert had been sighted, this time 
without doubt, about fifteen miles eff Fire 
island, and that at the rate of progress it was 
making it should be at quarantine between 
2 and 3 o'clock. _ 


Odd Throng on “Tribune” Tug. 

A-hurry up alarm was sent out for all miss 
ing members of the squad and shortly after 
1 o'clock the Catherine Moran put off for 
quarantine, carrying a mixed assortment of 
detectives, attorneys, police, customs or- 
ficers, reporters, photographers, and sundry 
men of all work. 

Something of the interest which had been 
awakened by the spectacular arrest of Stens- 
land in Morocco and his equally spectacular 
return home was indicated by the number 
and variety of men who sought permission 
to meet the steamship on THE TRIBUNE boat. 

No restrictions had been placed to this 
number other than those imposed by the cue- 
toms officials and passes good for the revenue 
culter on similar errands were good on the 
Catherine. This put about forty men on 
board. : | 

Shortiy before 2 o'clock the Catherine 
swung into the dock at quarantine and tied 
up, prepared for another wait of uncertain 
duration, but bound not to exceed two or 
three hours.

The latter soon put off down the narrows, 
leaving the tug and the health boat to rub 
noses in coripany. 

Long Wait for Steamer. 

‘Suddenly a big liner swung around into the 


narrows dead ahead, but it had red funnels, 
“and even the less experienced on the Cather- 


ine had learned in the three days’ watch that 
the boat carrying the banker could be known 
by its yeHow funnel, if by nothing else. 

The red funneled boat, the Rotterdam, 
eame up to quarantine with the health boat 
swinging around to board it. The two drift- 
ed down the channel and a small South 
American liner came into view far out. It 
also had the attention of the health boat, 
dropping anchor for inspection. 

Then came a wait of two hours with noth- 
ing in sight but small steamers, pilot boats, 
and tugs. Then a red funneled liner came 
into view and immediately behind it a yel- 
low funneled boat, high amidships and cut 
away fore and after. 

. “Even the inexperienced knew that the bank 
wrecker was home at last and the Cather- 
ine cut loose from the dock and started full 
steam ahead toward the narrows. The 
health boat had pounced on the Savoie, the 
red funneled liner, which preceded the Prinz 


Adalbert into quarantine, leaving the Cath- 


erine to make for the much sought Mediter- 
ranean steamship. 

Young Stensland Picture of Worry.

Ship’s Officers Have to Be Convinced. 

Luckily the doctors had completed their 
work and were crawling down the ladder, 
The white tug made short work of getting 
out of the way and the Catherine took its 
place In a sufe position. 

Inspector Spangler immediately made good 
his word of getting his part of the formall- 
tles through in short order. 

The German captain and ship's officers had 
been indulging themselves in considerable

The 
moment when his face appeared at the port- 
hole had been ‘too fleeting to give even half 
of the men on the tug an opportunity to ob- 
serve him, 

Now he appeared at the top of the com- 
panion way dressed in a light suit of clothes, 
a light overcoat, gloves, and a straw hat. 
For an instant he stood looking calmly down 
on the tug. Then Olson motioned to him to 
descend the ladder, and he threw one leg 
cautiously over the side, feeling with his feet 
for the rungs. 

Still more cautiously he lifted himself over 
and came slowly down. In the eyes of the 
law he was a free man as he made this trip 
‘down the ropes. President Roosevelt's order, 
giving him in custody to Mr. Keeley and Mr. 
Olson had been effective in Morocco, and it 
had carried him safely to New York, but as 
yet he had not been arrested and legally was 
as free as any man on the steamship. 


Arrested as He Touches Tug. 


At the foot of the ladder, one on each side, 
stood Downing and Diefenthaler, the New 
York detective sergeants. They had him by 
the arms as his feet touched on the tug. 

Tou are under arrest, said Downing, so 
quietly that he was not heard ten feet away. 

All right,“ Stensland replied without emo- 
tion. 

He was led directly to the cabin by the two 
detectives, and Baumer, the young Stens- 
land’s friend, came to the door. 

“As Mr. Stensland's attorney I ask the 
right to see him.“ 

„All right, go ahead and Took at him,“ 
said Mr. Olson, who had accompanied the 
banker into the cabin. 


Affecting Meeting in Cabin, 


Theodore Stensland came forward from the 
stern of the boat, where he had been stand- 
ing, and was admitted to the cabin. Father 
and son looked at each other for an instant 
and then embraced. They displayed no par- 
ticular emotion, although Theodore drew. his 
hands across his eyes once or twice. 

They sat down side by side on the narrow 
box seat in the cabin and, keeping down all 
semblances of grief, they talked in low tones 
as they might have done if the father had 
been absent from his business for a week 
and were discussing it with his son. Both 
men won the sympathies of their observets 
by their attitude. The reporters, being serv- 
ants in the business which does not allow 
privacy to any one’s feelings when the same 
feeling may be of interest, gave them only 
scant courtesy. 


Pathetic Figure Faces Cameras. 


Mr. Keeley had come over the side and the 
bags, suit cases, and steamer trunks had 
been lowered.

The photographers clamored for pictures.

Submission Written in His Face. 

He stood perfectly still for five minutes, 
his face showing absolutely no expression 
except that of submission.

Theodore Stensland then came out of the 
cabin and said that his father had author- 
ized him to make the statement which has 
been given elsewhere. 


Olson’s Story of Capture. 

While father and son were in conference 
Attorney Olson was telling of the capture of 
Stensland at Tangier, and of how persistent- 
ly Stensland had labored to reach some place 
where the arm of the law was not a menace. 
He told of the hurried flight from New York 
to Gibraltar, the passage to Tangier, Morocco, 
the refuge den in the mountains of Spain, 
and then the return to Gibraltar and Tangier. 

„ Stensland went to Tangier,“ Mr. Olson 
said, because from his experience as a 
sailor many years ago he understood that 
Tangier was not treaty soil and that he would 
be perfectly safe there.“ 


Says He Has Full Confession. 

„ Stensland confessed to me,“ the attor- 
ney continued. He talked freely about the 
bank and all its affairs and implicated sev- 
eral men in the wrecking of the bank. I can- 
not name the men he referred to, but their 
names will come out at the proper time. 

I believe that he will do everything possi- 
ble in winding up the affairs of the institu- 
tion. With reference to the Elmwood ceme- 
tery stock, Stensland said he considered it 
valuable and that he hoped to get it soon 
from a certain man whose name he gave me. 
This stock has figured in the discussion of 
the bank's affairs.“ 

The tug was at its dock by this time, and 
Detective Downing jumped ashore to get a 
cab for the trip to Mulberry street. When 
it was pulled up at the dock Stensland and the 
@etectives climbed in and he was whirled 
away to his cell in the station. 

On arriving there he was booked in the reg - 
ular order, afterwards being allowed to talk 
to Baumer, who presented himself again as 
his attorney, a capacity which heretofore he 
had said he did not act in, bub in which he 
only offered such services to Stensland as 
the latter might desire, 

Stensland Will Not Make Delay. 

Later in the night Mr. Oleon, as hae been 
said, went over the bank examiner’s report 
with him. The procedure for tomorrow has 
been outlined. Stensiand will be “given the 
opportunity to consent to his transfer to 
the Chicago authorities and his trip to Chi- 
cago or to contest the procedure. 

It fe thought that he will consent. He has 
sO Stated his intentions. In that case he 
will be on the way to Chicago tomorrow 
afternoon and will be given a speedy trial 
in Chicago, one which may set a record 
for Cook county courts in thie direction. 

Mr. Olsom says that the evidence given by 
Stendiand wil prove sufficient to convict a 
number of confederates in the bank wreck- 
ing, but he does not believethat the gambling 
fraternity will play such a prominent part 
as it bas been Imagined they would. 


Story of the Voyage. 
Stensland's voyage was extremely prosaic 
and almost ae barren of incident as the Prinz 


heartily tired of his Moor and Arab soldiers 
that he practically had become a monoma- 
niac on the subject. He drank Moorish tea, 
a vile concoction of peppermint, saccharine, 
and imitation tea, to please his guards, paid 
the utmost deference to their three hourly 
religious incantations, smiled and said noth- 
ing when he missed 88 pesetas from his 
trousers pockets, bought them cigarets, and 
in every way hid the absolute disgust he felt 
for the turbaned chaps who ate up the oxy- 
gen at night and in return therefor poisoned 
the atmosphere. 

So when Wednesday morning a steamer 
whistle was heard incessantly tooting pris- 
oner and captors bounded from bed and pro- 
ceeded with joy and alacrity td the harbor. 
An impenetrable veil of fog—the first in 
September for 187 years—hung over the har- 
bor. The homeward bound loaded their 
luggage on donkeys and proceeded to the 
pier. There they boarded a full rigged row- 
boat and put to sea, the Arab sailors calling 
on Allah and the Europeans urging them 
on in their hunt for the whistle. At 6:30 the 
source of the noise was reached. It was a 
Spanish steamer from Cadiz. Slowly the 
boat was rowed harborward, the fog lifting 
just as the towers of the Kasba came in 
sight. 


Play “Chase the Smudge.” 


For seven hours the merry game of “ chase 
the smudge ”’ was played. Whenever a whisp 
of smoke showed on the horizon the three 
men in a boat started to sea. greeting in turn 
a French boat from Algiers, a coaster from 
Cartagena, another steamer from Cadiz, a 
British torpedo boat, and a tug from Gib- 
raltar. 

The interminable hours under a hot sun 
and on an oily swell seemed forty times their 
natural length. Finally a heap big” 
smudge showed and, surely enough, the 
Adaibert hove slowly into sight. It had only 
lost one day in the run from Naples. 

Luncheon had been pushed ahead thirty 
minutes aboard, so that when the Moor rigged 
boat hailed alongside every man—eleven— 
and every woman—seventy-six—was at the 
rail, with eyes strained and cameras in line 
of battle. 

Later it was learned that there were many 
heated discussions on board as to which was 
the prisoner.

Secretary of City Club Says British 
Street Car Service Is Better than 
That of Chicago. 


George E. Hooker, seeretary of the City 
club, who went to Great Britain three months 
ago to study transportation there and its 
influence on the development of English mu- 
nicipalities, hag returned. 

“I studied conditions in twelve or fifteen 
of the biggest cities of the world, and not 
until I got back to Chicago and got into Hal- 
sted street did I have a street car refuse to 
stop for me because it was crowded,” he said 
yesterday. 

Mr. Hooker was unwilling to discuss what 
success has attended the operation of mu- 
nicipal ownership street cars abroad as com- 
pared with those of private corporations, pre- 
ferring to make this a topic of the lengthy 
report he intends to make the City club, but 
he said the service abroad is far superior to 
thet in Chicago. 

The foremost question up for solution in 
the most progreasive municipalities of Eng- 
land, seid Mr. Hooker, was the housing ques- 
tion--the providing by the munieipality of 
better homes for wage carners. London, he 
discovered, already hes 40,000 tenants in 
houses built by the London common council 
and had secured sites which will accommo- 
date 100,000. 

The tendency abroad in this particular,” 
said Mr. Hooker, “ is to provide cottages for 
wage earners and their families in the sub-

POLICEMEN TO BE TAUGHT

Galleries in the Back Tard of Every Sta-

Targets Size of Burglars. 


Shooting galleries are to be installed ip 
every Chicago police station where it is prac- 
ticable and patrolmen are to be drilled daily 
in. pistol practice. 

This was decided yesterday after a confer- 
ence between Chief Collins and Secretary 
“si” Mayer of the department. Measure- 
ments were taken for the first pistol range, 
which will be established at the Hast Chicago 
avenue station. The next will be at the Har- 
rison and Desplaines street stations, and oth- 
ers will follow as fast as possible. 

“A policeman,” seid Secretary Mayer, 
“ought to be able to bring down a fleeing 
criminal the first shot. Most of our po- 
licemen make the mistake of trying to run 
down a fugitive burgiar or holdup man, shoot- 
ing at him at the same time. They can't run. 
but if they would halt and calmly take aim 
the chances are there would be a good many 
less criminals in Chicago.” 

Most of the shooting galleries will be estab- 
Ushed in the back yards of the police stations. 
Moving targets the size of burglars are to be 
employed and will be operated by means of 
electric motors. One target is to be arranged 
to represent a poreh climber, another will 
represent.a burglar getting out of a window, 
and 80 on. 

At East Chicago avenue, in addition to 
the shooting gallery and gymnasium, the en- 
tire basement and first floors will be reno- 
vated. The woodwork will be painted and

THEODORE B. FISHER TO BECOME 
RECTOR AT LA GRANGE. 


Comes from Kaneas City, Where He 
Hes Been Four Years-—The Rev. 
Charles Scadding to Be Consecrated 
Next Saturday—Ceremenies Began 
Yesterday with Luncheonand Pres- 
entation of Ring by Local Clergy 
at Cathedral of SS. Peter and Paul. 


Announcement was made yesterday of the 
acceptance by the Rev. Theodore B. Foster, 
rector of the Grace Episcopal church of 
Kansas City, Mo., of a call to the Emmanuel 
church at La Grange, to succeed the Rev. 
Charles Scadding, whose consecration as 
bishop of Oregon takes place next Saturday. 
Mr. Foster is a graduate of Columbia col- 
lege and of the General Theological seminary 
in New York. Before going to Kansas City, 
where He has been during the last four years, 
he served as rector of churches in Rhode 
Island, Massachusetts, and Vermont. 

The ceremonies in connection with Dr. 
Scadding’s consecration began in the after- 
noon with a luncheon and presentation of 
the bishop's ring at the Cathedral of 88. 
Peter and Paul. The luncheon was given 
by the clergy of the diocese of Chicago and 
was attended by 150 clergymen. 


Bishop Anderson Toastmaster. 


Bishop Anderson acted as toastmaster. 
The Rev. Frank Du Moulin, rector of St. 
Peter's church, spoke on ‘The Canadian 
Invasion; the Rev. Arthur W. Little, rec- 
tor of St. Mark s church, Evanston, on 
‘* Chicago’s Contribution to the Episcopate ”’ 
the Rev. J. H. Edwards, Church of Our 
Savior, on Chicago's Regrets ; and the 
Very Rex Dean William E. Toll of Christ 
church, Waukegan, on “ Chicago's Loss; 
Oregon’s Gain.“ 

The bishop's ring, a massive band of gold 
set with a large amethyst and covered with 
inscriptions, was presented by the Rev. 
Peter C. Wolcott of Trinity church, High- 
land Park, on behalf of the clergymen of the 
diocese. 

„The diocese of Chicago has furnished 
bishops during the last seven years at a 
rate which has not been paralleled by any 
diocese in any period,“ said Dr. Little.

3,000 FIGHT PATRONS SEE DEATH 
SCORE KNOCKOUT. 


Philadelphia Puagilist Battered Fatal- 
ly in Arena at Portland, Me.—Blew 
Below Heart, Follewed by Vicious 
Panch Under Jaw, Preves Teo 
Much—Failure of Fighter te Rise 
at Call ef Gong Causes Many to 
Brand Contest as Fiasco. 


Portland, Me., Sept. 24-—[Special.)—Be- 
fore 3,000 persons in the big auditorium to- 
night Jack McKenzie of Philadelphia, 
who took the place of Herman Miller of 
Baltimore in a fifteen round fight with Terry 
Martin of Philadelphia, died a few minutes 
after receiving a series of punches just de- 
fore the gong rang in the fifth round. The 
blows which caused McKenzie’s death were 
a vicious left jab just, below the heart fol- 
lowed quickly by a right half arm punch 
which caught McKenzie full in the throat 
and under the jaw. 


Fails to Rise at Gong Ring. 

McKenzie staggered only slightly as he 
went to his corner, but when he reached his 
chair his head rolled back and his eyes 
showed white. Only a few persons beside the 
ring saw this. When he failed to rise at the 
end of a minute's rest many in the hall, who 
had suspected that things were not above 
board because McKenzie had been substi- 
tuted for Miller, cried fake. 

McKenzie’s seconds laid him flat in the ring 
and his head fell back as if his neck were 
broken. Six doctors jumped to his assist- 
ance, but despite ‘their efforts the young 
boxer died in fifteen minutes. The Rev. 
Father Houlihan of Portland administered 
the last rites of the church. 


Other Participants Allowed to Go. 

Referee Jack Sheehan of Boston, Pro- 
moter Jack Caley of Portland, McKen- 
zie’s second, Steve Mahoney of Chelsea, 
Martin’s second; John McCann of Cam- 
bridge, and. Martin himself were allowed to 
go on their personal cognizance. 

The autopsy will be held tomorrow. Phy- 
sicians ascribe McKenzie’s death to heart 
failure.

OF “HIGH FINANCE” SCHEMES. 


Woman Enters Suit for Damages 
Against Patent Medicine Firm, Nam- 
ing Five Prominent Citizens. 


Houghton, Mich., Sept. 24.—[Special.J— 
Mrs. Sophie Roy, a widow, today entered 
suit for damages against the Corago patent 
medicine company of Lake Linden, charging 
that the promoters had made false state- 
ments in their articles of association in that 
they swore that $50,500 of the $100.000 capital 
was subscribed and paid in when the articles 
were filed, when, it is alleged, only $500 
actually was paid in. 

The men named in the suit are Joseph 
Bosch, a wealthy brewer; Dr. George W. Orr, 
a leading physician and former county su- 
pervisor; J. H. Wilson, editor and publisher; 
Norbert Sarazin, a wealthy real estate man 
and land owner; and the Rev. Edward P. 
Bordas, a Catholic priest. 

It is charged that the directors worked 
„ high finance schemes and that Wilson, 
who was treasurer of the concern, drew a 
check of $60,000, payable to Bordas, and 
claimed to be paid for the secret of manu- 
facturing the medicine. It is further charged 
that Bordab immediately indorsed the check 
and returned the same, obviously in pay- 
ment for stock. It has been proven that the 
company was absolutely without funds at 
that time.

ILLEGAL HOLDING OF LANDS 
CHARGED TO COAL COMPANY. 


Discrimination in Rates and Car Supply 
Not Proved, However, at Hearing of 
Union Pacific Case. 


Salt Lake City, Utah. Sept. 24.—Much evi- 
dence tending to show that the Union Pacitic 
Coal company had secured coal lands illegal- 
ly was produced at the hearing conducted by 
Charles A. Prouty of the interstate com- 
merce commission today, but the effort to 
bring out cases of discrimination in rates and 
distribution of cars was not successful. 

Vice President W. H. Bancroft of the 
Oregon Short line was interrogated concern- 
ing an alleged secret rate of 4 mills a ton 
mile, said to have been made to the Anaconda 
Copper company from Diamondville, Wyo. 
Mr. Bancroft denied all knowledge of such a 
rate. 

The government brought out testimony 
that the coal company has obtained much 
government land in Wyoming through its 
employés. Several witnesses confessed that 
they took up quarters which they never saw, 
improved, or paid for. 

Robert 8. Spence, an Evanston, Wyo., at- 
torney, testified that the Wyoming oil in- 
quiry had been dormant because the Union 
Pacific has refused to publish the rates on 
oll. The witnese said forty companies have 
been organized to develop the oil flelds and 
one company had been willing to spend 
$1,000,000 on its property, but was forced 
to abandon its project because no railway 
facilities could be obtained.

How Thieving Clerk Is Shielded. 

“Upon the checking out of W. E. Hull as 
postmaster of Peoria Harvey B. Hutchinson, 
money order clerk, was discovered to be 
short $10,000, and after his supposed con- 
fession to Postmaster Hull was permitted 
to visit Indianapolis, Ind., unaccompanied, 
in order to raise the amount of his embez- 
zliement. Upon his return to Peoria he was 
placed under arrest and gave bond, the 
names of his bondsmen, except his attorneys, 
were kept an absolute secret, and is until 
this day a profound mystery. This bond 
was given before United States Commissioner 
Elliott, who I referred to as being employed 
in the office of Stevens & Horton, and who 
personally refusd to divulge the names of the 
bondsmen. 

One day about a month after the original 
bond was gfven some of the original bonds- 
men withdrew and their places were taken 
by others.

Hull Settlement Offer Rejected. 

“A special agent of the American Bond- 
ing company, which had furnished Hutch- 
ingon's bond as money order clerk, came 
to Peoria and checked over Hutchinson's 
accounts, Postmaster W. E. Hull at that 
time offering the bond company $6,000 as 
a settlement in full of all claims against 
Hutchinson in relation to his bond, which 
settiement they refused to entertain. 

“The American Bonding company, I am 
informed by their local agent, did not pay 
ome cent into the postoffice or any other 
place in settlement of Hutchingon’s shortage, 
which amounted to $9,865, amd I am informed 
that their special agent discovered Hutch- 
inson took $6,500 of the above amount the 
day before his supposed confession to Post- 
master W. E. Hull. 

Common report has it that the case 
against Hutchinson is to be stricken from 
the docket, and in consequence Hutchinson 
has purchased a hotel in Delavan, III., and 
is now acting as ‘mine host’ without the 
least apprehension as to his future. 

All that I have stated, Mr. President, in 
the foregoing is a matter of common, public 
discussion, and the facts are pointed to by 
leading business men and the most promi- 
nent citizens of this state as the greatest 
soandal in the apparent manipulation and 
gross inoperation of federal law ever brought 
to their attention.

The president's letter transmitting the 
2 to Rear Admiral Thomas is as fol- 
ows: 

Dear Admiral Thomas: I inclose $100 to 
be used in that suit, which, thanks to you, 
has been so wisely undertaken, to test the 
legality of excluding any man from any pub. 
lic place of entertainment because he wears 
the United States uniform. 

I feel that it is the duty of every good cit!- 
zen to endeavor in every shape and way to 
make it plain that he regards the uniform 
of the United States army and navy just 
as much when worn by an enlisted man as 
when worn by an officer, asa badge of honor, 
and therefore entitling the wearer to honor 
80 long as he behaves decently. 

“There is no finer body of men in all our 
country than the enlisted men of the army 
and navy of the United States, and I cannot 
sufficiently express my indignation and con- 
tempt for any man who treats the uniform 
save with the respect to which it is entitled. 

“Tf a man misbehaves himself, then, no 
matter what uniform he wears, he should be 
dealt with accordingly; but the fact of wear- 
ing the United States uniform should be ac- 
cepted as presumptive evidence that the man 
who wears it is all right, and any discrimina- 
tion against the uniform as such Is more than 
presumptive evidence that the man thus dis- 
criminating is all wrong.

PLANS FOR PROPOSED COURT 
BUILDING ARE APPROVED. 


Structure, to Be Erected in Block sur- 
rounded by Halsted, Hwing, Des- 

Dlaines, and Forquer Streets, to Be 
Used Also to House Delinquent and 

- Dependent Children—Probably Will 
Be Ready for Occupancy by Next 
April—Toe Cost $125,000. 


Plans for the new Juvenile court building, 
which also is to serve as a home for delin- 
quent and dependent children, were ap- 
proved yesterday at a meeting of the joint 
county, city, and public school committee 
in the office of President Edward J. Brun- 
dage of the county board. 

Work will be started on the building within 
another month, and it is expected to be 
ready for occupancy by next April. It will 
cost $125,000, and will be situated in the 
heart of the Ghetto. 

The structure will be the first of a group 
of buildings to be erected in the block bound- 
ed by Halsted, Ewing, Desplaines, and For- 
quer streets, and will place Chicago in the 
lead of all the cities in the United States in 
centralizing the machinery for the care ot 
delinquent and dependent children. 

The block mentioned is unoceupied, except 
for the Dante school, facing Despiaines 


street. Back of the school is a playground, 


and a business block at the corner of Ewing 
and Halsted streets. The court building will 
be erected just east of this business block, 
facing Ewing street. 
Playground for Children. 

Provision has been made for a playground 
east of the court building. The school 
for the Juvenile court will be built by the 
school beard. On the Forquer street side 
of the block, with a 125 foot frontage, is a

It became a 
legal question as to whether the county or the 
city was responsible for the care of the 
juveniles, and finally it was decided that if 
the county would put up the building, which 
could also be used as a temporary home, the 
city would furnish the site. The city and 
county will share equally the expense of 
maintaining the court and home. 
Designed by County Architect. 

The court building will consist of three 
stories and a basement. It has been de- 
signed by Harris W. Huehl, the county ar- 
chitect. The courtroom, receiving, and dis- 
charging rooms will occupy the first floor. 
The. two upper floors will be devoted to a 
home for the children, provision having been 
made for separation of the delinquents from 
the dependents and also the boys from the 
girls of the two classes. There will be space 
for fifty-three delinquent boys, fifty de- 
pendent boys and girls, and twenty de- 
linquent girls. The site for the building cost 
$18,750. The present detention home in West 
Adams street is inadequate, insanitary, and 
otherwise unsuitable. 

„We hope it will be possible to hold ses- 
gions in the new court building daily, in- 
stead of only twice a week as at present,“ 
gaid President Brundage. ‘‘When these 
buildings are grouped Chicago will be a long 
way in advance of any other city in the care 
of its juvenile wards.”

WILL BECOME ACTIVE IN LOCAL 
DEMOCRATIC CAMPAIGN. 


Aldermen Also Will Work for the 
Purpose of Electing at Least a Part 
ef the County Ticket——Conference 
to Be Held Tomorrow in Commit 
tee Headquarters—Republicans of 
the Thirty-firset Ward Indorse Al- 
exander H. Revell for Mayor.

The accident was caused by the switch en- 
gine running on to the main track on the time 
of the passenger train, which was about 
fifpeen minutes late, and was running at a 
high rate of speed. 

As near as can be determined all of the dead 
or injured were riding in the smoking car.

All the express 
messengers and mail clerks escaped unhurt. 

So complete was the destruction forward 
that many of the passengers were penned 
beneath the débris for an hour or more be- 
fore they could bereleased. None of the dead 
or injured was scalded. Precautions were 
promptly taken to prevent the wreck from 
catching fire. 

The last three cars of the train did not 
leave the track, but all of the passengers 
in the train were bruised and shocked. 


Young Women Are Heroines. 

The crash was heard throughout the vi- 
lage and within a few moments the work 
of rescuing the imprisoned passengers and 
removing the dead had been begun by scores 
of volunteers. The city hall was turned into 
a morgue and hospital, and as fast as the 
injured were taken out they were removed 
to it. 

Mise Myrtle Vinton of Minneapolis and 
Miss Goldie Gorrell of Marshaflitown, Ia, 
did heroic work in caring for the injured. 
They were passengers on the train but did 
not lose their nerve when the crash came. 
Almost et once they begam their relief work. 
They tore their skirts into strips for use 
as bandages and seemed to be everywhere 
that aid wae needed. 

News of the disaster was at once tele- 
graphed to the headquarters of the road 
in Minmeapolis. A relief train and wreck- 
ing and repair outfits were hurried off and 
arrived at 2:20 p. m. 


Dodge One Train, Killed by Other.

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WINE FIRE IMPERILS 800 


BLAZE IN SHAFT AT CALUMET 
CAUSES MAD RUSH. 


Fear That Smoke and Flame May 
Force Long Shutdown of Work in 
North Kearsarge Branch of Osceola 
Consolidated—Operations Will Be 
Discontinued—Washbarn’s Wilton 
Coal Mine, Largest in North Da- 
kota, Suspends Owing to Fire. 


Calumet, Mich., Sept. 24.—[Special.}—Fire, 
wuich endangered hundreds of lives, started 
underground in No. 1 shaft at the North 
Kearsarge branch of the Osceola Consoli- 
dated mine today. There are 800 men em- 
ployed there, most of them working under- 
ground. 

When the presence of fire became known 
the men made a rush for No. 3 shaft, where 
they were hoiste@ as rapidly as possible. 
Many men working in the bottom of the 
burning shaft were forced to climb nearly 
1,000 feet to reach a drift connecting with 
No. 8, and many of these men encountered 
smoke and gas and were nearly overcome. 
They were revived when they reached the 
surface. 

Flames Rage Fiercely. 

No. 1 shaft is supposed to be afire between 
the 1,200 foot and 1,700 foot levels. Before 
the shaft was sealed at the surface the smoke 
poured forth in great volumes, indicating 
that the fire is raging fiercely. The heavy 
steel cable attached to the ten ton rock skip 
melted in the intense heat and the cage fell 
to the bottom of the mine. The crashing of 
the skip and cable was the first warning of 
the fire that some of the men in the bottom 
of the mine reeeived. 

As No. 1 shaft is heavily timbered it Is 
feared that the fire may reach great propor- 
tions and cause a prolonged shutdown. Oper- 
ations will be discontinued in the entire 
mine until the flames are smothered. ‘This 
may cause a large loss, as at the Tamarack 
mine the fire has not been subdued after 
nine months’ effort and $1,500,000 loss in 
production. 

Big Coal Mine on Fire. 

Bismarck, N. D., Sept. 24.—The Wilton 
coal mine of W. D. Washburn of Minneapolis, 
the largest in the state, is on fire and all 
mining work has been suspended in an effort 
to extinguish the flames. The mine has been 
burning for two weeks, but the fact was kept 
secret until Saturday night, when five miners 
were nearly suffocated while working in the 
burning passage. They were rescued with 
great risk by their comrades, and doctors 
worked over them for a long time before they 
were resuscitated. The fire has created gas 
and smoke, which fills nearly all the mine 
passages, making fire fighting not only diffi- 
„cult but dangerous. 


STILETTO SICILIAN POLITICIAN. 


eee Anaad 
Leader of Pittsburg Colony Found Dead 
After Drunken Fight—Women

Pittsburg, Pa., Sept. 24.—Frank Ricra, 42 
years old, a Sicilian, who was the political 
leader of his race, was found dead of stil- 
etto wounds this morning by a woman, 
who stumbled over his body. A piece of a 
shirt waist was clutched in his fingers. Fol- 
lowing this clew, the police went to an ad- 
joining house, where they found the reet 
of the shirt waist and discovered that a 
drunken fight had occurred during the night. 
They arrested, pending an investigation, 
Mrs. Mamie McBride, aged 24; Mrs. Delia 
Wheeler, aged 27; her hueband, Christian 
Wheeler; and her parents, James Waters 
and wife.

Gov. Davidson Refuses to Accept 
Compromise Offered by 
the Senator.

Madison, Wis., Sept. 24.— [Special. I— Sena - 


one more battle to regain control of the re- 
publican party in Wisconsin, wrested from 
him at the primaries three weeks ago. 

The platform conventions of the four par- 
ties in Wisconsin will meet in this city to- 
morrow, under the provisions of the new 
primary election law, which provides that 
the members of the party by popular vote 
shall designate the nominees and that these 
nominees shall meet to frame the platform. 

The contest before the republican conven- 
tion will be one for prestige and leadership 
as between Senator La Follette and Chair- 
man W. D. Connor, candidate for Heutenant 
governor. Connor was the active organizing 
force in the recent primary campaign in 
which Gov. Davidson won overwhelmingly 
over Speaker Lenroot, the La Follette can- 
didate, and naturally wants to follow up his 
advantage by dominating the convention and 
being again made state chairman. The La 
Follette candidate for chairman is W. H. 
Dick. Each is confident of winning. 


La Follette in Conference. 

Senaior La Follette has been in conference 
with hie Heutenants all day and it is under- 
stood that he has agreed to let Gov. Davidson 
make the platform and name the chairman, 
provided some other man than Connor be 
chosen. It is said that Gov. Davidson will 
not accept this proposition unless Connor 
voluntarily withdraws, which he is not dis- 
posed to do. 

There are 184 republican nominees entitled 
to seats in the convention. ‘It is claimed by 
the Davidson-Connor people that a poll 
shows eighty-one delegates favorable to 
Davidson and Connor, as opposed to La Fol- 
lette. On thie point will come the teat of 
strength temorrow. The Davidson-Connor 
men will ask the adoption in the platform of 
all the measures that Gov. Davidson advo- 
cated in his stumping campaign, and be silent 
on the issues urged by Lenroot and not taken 
up by Davidson. 

Chairman Connor will preside as temporary 
chairman. It is expected a precedent will be 
established of electing as permanent chair- 
man the principal candidate successful on 
primary day. This will mean that Gov. Da- 
vidson will be chosen. 


Radical Platform Favored. 


In regard to the platform there appears to 
be a strong feeling in favor of a determined 
announcement for public control and regu- 
lation of public service corporations by tne 
state, and not by local commissions. An et- 
fort may also be made to obtain a plank in 
favor of the so-called Mary Ann! bill, 
which provides for a second choice in voting 
in primary elections, and another favoring 
the recall proposition. 

Chairman Connor has announced himself 
as opposed to the last two propositions, but 
the La Follette republicans are hopeful of 
obtaining favorable action upon them. There 
is a feeling that amendments.to the primary 
law should be advocated in the platform. 
Senator Frear favors the California pro- 
‘vision limiting expenses of candidates, and 
also the Minnesota proposition, by which 
the names of candidates are alternated upon 
the ticket instead of appearing on the same 
in alphabetical order, thus giving every man 
a chance at the head of the ticket. 

While Gov. Davidson received practically 
the united support of the stalwarts in the 
recent primary campaign, the stalwarts ap- 
parently are taking no part in the contest 
of tomorrow. The fight is all among the 

alf-breeds. 


Rought Draft of Platform. 

A rough draft of the platform the Davidson- 
Connor faction will present was shown to- 
night. It indorses La Follette's reform work 
as governor and congratulates the state on 
its accomplishment, but is silent as to his 
course in the senate. No mention is made 
of Senator Spooner. Pianks indorsing the re- 
cent national legislation have been stricken 
out, but may be rewritten. Reforms in the 
primary election law are urged, but no refer- 
ence is made to the Mary Ann bill.“ or the 
recall proposition. Legislation defining con- 
tributory negligence is asked. 

The democrats, social democrats, and pro- 
hibitionists will hold their conventions here 
tomorrow, too, but there is little interest in 
any of them, as their platforms practically 
were adopted last June.

FEEDING OF INFANTS AND CHILDREN. 


[BY ROBERT K. HARVEY. M. D.] 

From 2 to 6 years of age the child should 
take a quart of milk a day, which, if not 
properly digested, .can be diluted with barley 
or oatmeal water, as during the second year. 

If constipation is present oatmeal water 
should be used, as it has more of a laxative 
effect than barley water. Cream should 
be given either with the milk or added to the 
cereal, baked apple, or baked potato. 

Bread or crackers can be given with every 
meal. Bread should be two days old. Toast, 
given dry or buttered, milk toast or cream 
toast can be used forsupper. No fresh bread 
or fresh biscuits, muffins, or hot breads of 
any kind should be e 


Cereals—Oatmeal ts * the best. Any kind 
of cereal can be used for breakfast. Rice 
and hominy for dinner. 

Vegetables—Should be given for dinner. 
Potatoes in some form and one green vege- 
table, spinach, cauliflower tops, fresh peaa, 
asparagus tips, and oyster plant are the best. 

Egges—Should be given for breakfast or sup- 
per. Soft boiled or coddled is the best way 
to give them. These are best given every 
other day, to avoid the possibility of the child 
growing tired of them. 

Meat—Should be given once a day for din- 
ner. Broiled steaks or chops and roast beef 
are the best. Chicken, turkey, squab, boi.ed 
or broiled fish should be used to alternate 
with the meat. 

Clear soups and cream soups or those to 
which cereals are added are more nutritious. 

Desserts—Plain custard, milk and rice pud- 
ding, bread and custard pudding, and ice 
cream. Fruit should be given once or twice 
dally. The best are oranges, peaches, 
grapes, pears, all given without the seeds 
or skins. The juice of fresh berries, and in 
some cases strawberries can be given in small 
quantities if perfectly fresh. 

Canteloupe and watermelon can be given 
in small quantities. Baked apple and apple 
sauce are specially useful when the ripe 
fresh fruits are not obtainable. In hot 
weather lemonade and orangeade can be 
given.

During this period, from the second to the 
Sixth year, the meals should be arranged 
according to this sample diet, taking care 
to vary the diet from day to day: 

Breakfast--Milk to drink, a cereal with eream 
and a small amount of sugar or salt; soft boiled 
egg, a piece of bacon, bread and butter; the juice 
of half an orange may be given before or after 
breakfast. Thie fruit can be varied according 
to the list given above. 

Dinner—A cup of soup, finely chopped steak, 
baked potato, asparagus tips, bread and butter, 
plain custard. 

Supper—Milk toast, the juice of half a pound of 
round steak, bread and butter, and baked apple. 

With all of the meals a giass of milk 
should be given and water should be given 


with every meal. 

In most cases, up to the sixth year, a 
lass of milk or a cup of broth, with crack- 
gs, in the middle of the morning and after- 


noon, is necessary.

The following articles should not be given 
to children under six years of age: 

Meats.—Ham, sausage, pork in all forms except 
bacon, salt fish, corn beef, dried beef, goose, game, 
kidney, liver, meat stews, and dressings from 
roasted meats. 

Vegetables—Fried vegetables of all varieties, 
cabbage, raw or friend onions, radishes, cucum- 
bers, beets, egg plant, and green corn. 

Bread and cake.—All hot bread and rolls, buck- 
wheat and all other griddle cakes, fruit and frosted 
cake. 

Dessert.—All nuts, fancy candies, pies, tarts, and 
pastry of every description. 

Drinks.—Tea, coffee, wine, beer, and cider. 

Fruits.—All dried, canned, and preserved fruits, 
bananas.

_ RATELAW REPORT 


PARTLY FINISHED. 


J. C. Stubbs Will Submit An- 
swers to Questions of Pas- 
senger Officials. 


FREE PASSES ARE BARRED 


Only Few Cases Are Cited Where 


Former Privileges Can Be 
Renewed. , 


J. c. Stubbe, chairman ofthe executive 
é6fficers' committee, appointed about two 
months ago by all the,railroads in the coun- 
try west of Chicago to study the doubtful 
points in the- new rate law and to secure the 
advice of counsel regasding them, has com- 
pleted the preparation of the committee's 


report on passenger matters, and it will 
formally be submitted at a meeting of the 
Transcontinental Passenger association to- 


morrow. 

The report, which takes the form of an- 
gwers to thirty;questions propounded by the 
various railway companies, deals with al 
most every phase of passenger transporta- 
tion under the new law, and especially with 
the questions which have been raised rela- 
tive to granting reduced rates and free 


transportation. 

The report has mot the authority of a ruling 
by the interstate commerce commission, but 
as in getting it ready the committe not only 
consulted with the most eminent legal ooun- 
sé) but also got informally the views of the 
commission, and as it wilh serve as a guide to 
all the roads, both east and west, until 
rulings upon the matters it deals with shall 
be made formally by the commission, it is 
regarded as one of the most anportant u- 
ments dealing with the new rate law which 
have yet been prepered. \A similar report 
on freight matters*will be made later by the 
game committee. i 

: Land Agents: Denied- Passes. 

The report, which is addressed to James 
Charlton, chairman of the Transcontinental 
Passenger association and is signed by Mr. 
Stubbs, is in part as follows: 

Land and Immigration Agrnts.—Free 
‘transportation cannot be given land and im- 
migration agents unless they are‘ employés 
in such sense that the carriers legally could 
“give them transportation as 4 pass or 
gratuity. : 

Land Seekers and Settlers.—There is no 
_ guthority in law for making lower rates to 
lend seekers and.settlers than for other trav- 


elers. N 
This seems to knock out the homeseek- 
ere’ ’’ excursions which the western lines all 
have been running for years. 

Issue of Transportation in Payment for 
Advertising. The law committee advised this 
‘earnnot be done. It is generally accepted, 
however, that carriers may carry an open 
account with publishers and that publishers 
May carry an open account with carriers 
for advertising, and that these accounts can 
be balanced periodically. ‘The balance, what- 
ever it may be, must be paid in cash. The 
transaction must be devoid of previous agree- 
ment that the service done by either party for 
the other is to be paid for in any other way 
than by cash.“ 

Commission Must Decide Question. 

In answer to a question as to whether the 
present practice of posting in stations a 
circular advising the public that complete 
passenger tariffs are on file in the ticket of- 
fice may be continued under the new law, 
Mr. Stubbs says the matter is to be de- 
termined by the commerce commission. 

May supplements be issued or must com- 
plete tariffs be reissued when changes are 
@ecessary?—That ts an open question. It 
is entirely within the discretion of the inter- 
State commerce commission, which wil 
gooner or later, no doubt, make some ruling 
covering the point. In the meantime carriers 
are supposed to proceed as they, have been 
doing. except where they reasonably comply 
literally with the law.” ' 

The committee holds thet railway com- 
panies operating their own sleeping cars 
must publish and file their sleeping car rates. 
It does not believe baggage and transfer com- 
panies come within the term “ common car- 
riers,’ and are thereby made amenable to 
the act, although the matter is-open to ques- 
tion. : 

It holds that the exception of railway mall 
service employés, postoffice inspectors, cus- 
toms inspectors, immigration inspectors, 
newsbots on trains, baggage agents, and 
managers of soldiers’ homes from the free 
pass prohibition permits them to be hauled 
on personal and individual account as well 
as while on duty. Special reduced rates may 
be made for federal and etate troops, and 
officers and employés of the United States 
geological survey and reclamation service, 
in the future as in the past. 2 6 

The words of the law excepting inmates 
of hosptials and charitableand eleemosynary 
institutions and persons engaged in chari- 
table and missionary work” from the free 
pass prohibition are held not to apply to doc- 
tors, nurses, and other employés. 

Nuns, sisters of charity, missionaries, evan- 
gelists, national or state officers of religious 
organizations, teachers and pupils in Indian 
schools, officers of the Salvation Army and 
Volunteers of America, etc., it is held, may 
be given free transpontation. 


Party Rate Rules Must Govern. 

Special rates for theatrical companies, 
baseball clubs, etc., are held to be discrim- 
inatory.

Special rates for army and naval officers 
and their families, which always have been 
made in the past, are held unlawful for the 
same reason.

COMPLETE BANK REPORT OUT. 


Total Sheet for Country, Showing Re- 
sources and Liabilities of National 
Banks, Issued by Controller. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 24—The total 
sheet for the United States showing the re- 
sources and liabilities of national banks in 
detail at the close of business Sept. 4, 1906, 
was completed and made public today by the 
controller of the currency. 

With 6,154 banks reporting on Sept. 4, in- 
cluding four trust companies and thirteen 
savings banks in the District of Columbia, 
it took fourteen clerks only fifteen working 
days to complete the total sheet. The work 
of abstracting these reports, it is stated by 
the controller’s office, is delayed several days 
at each call by the tardiness of a dozen or 
more banks in forwarding their reports. 

With a view to correcting this tardiness, 
the controller has notified all of the de- 
linquent banks under the last call that they 
are subject to penalty, and that unless some 
satisfactory excuse can be furnished for 
failure to promptly transmit the report, the 
fine of $100 for each day’s salary will be im- 
posed and collected.

NEW YORE MARKET SHOWS GAINS 
IN THE LAST HOUR. 


Harriman Pacifics, Atchison, Reading, 
and Amalgamated Copper Are at 
Highest Point—Confidence of Trad- 
ers That Money Conditions WII 
Be Improved Aids in Recovery— 
‘Selling Pressure Brings About Fall 


in Prices in Early Session.

NEW YORK, Sept. 24.—[Special.]—Stocks 
in the New York market today closed strong, 
the Harriman Pacifics, Atchison, Reading, 
and Amalgamated Copper showing good net 
gains while several others showed smalier 
gains. This late recovery was caused largely 
by the confident belief that measures to re- 
eve the momey conditions soon will be 
taken by the treasury department. 

During the earlier part of the day disturbed 
sentiment over the money outlook caused 
selling pressure, which was reinforced by 
short selling for account of professional 


Their operations were encouraged by a müs- 
reading of the significamce of the subtreas- 
ury figures, which showed om their face a 
withdrawal of $5,412,000 from the banks 
since the bank statement. The imference 
that. the banks were poorer in cash to the 
amount then shown in the bank statement 
was, however, unwarranted. The false im- 
pression is due to the extraordinary amount 
of confusion in accounting caused by the 
operation of the treasury’s methods of as 
sistance to importing of gold. 

The apparent loss by the banks om sub- 
treasury operations is due to repayments 
of adivances made to them by the govern- 
ment against engagements of gold for im- 
port im accordance with the agreement of 
the banks when they should receive their 
consignments of gold shipped. But the re- 
payments are made with the newly arrived 
gold amd are not withdrawn from the pres- 
emt cash reserveg of the banks, as the sub- 
treasury account of operations seems to in- 
dicate. 

While the official rate at the Bank-of Eng- 
lamd remains at 4 per cent that institution 
demands 4% per cent on American bills 
and 5 per cemt for money. The prospect, 
therefore, is for much smaller engagements 
of gold this week than last. Routine sub- 
treasury operations also are making a drain 
on the banks. N 

The government inetitutiom was a creditor 
at the clearing house this morning to the 
extent of $868,923. The principal factor 
in this showing was large transfers of de- 
posits due at interior points, banks of the 
interior drawing on their New York corte- 
spondents to pay obligations to the govern- 
ment. A deposit of $150,000 at the subtreas- 
ury was for the purpose of telegraphic 
transfer to St. Louis.

decline in values. The difficulty in selling 
wheat is as pronounced as ever, and it seems 
that business is only possible in those de- 
scriptions which from their lowness of price 
seem to make it impossible for millers and 
merchants to resist buying them,“ said F. 
Leuders & Co. of London. The reluctance 
of millers to load themselves up with wheat 
can be easily understood. The sale of flour 
is most unsatisfactory, and naturally, with 
the increased milling power of the country 
during the last couple of years, the competi- 
tion to secure orders is keener than ever. 
It is also anticipated that a larger share of 
the. American surplus will reach this country 
in the shape of flour than was the case dur- 
ing last year and the year before, and, al- 
though British millers will no doubt brace 
themselves up and meet the competition with 
their usual spirit, it may be that the manu- 
facture of flour will leave a small margin of 
profit for some time to come.” 


Bartlett Frazier, Lindman, Patten, 
O’Brien, Comstock, and Gillett were among 
the best buyers of wheat during the session, 
Patten probably, being the largest individual 
buyer.
